o f improving them. The 
statem ent the Teachers College faculty issued 
in answer to the profes.« ;ors b oiled down to one 
simple conclusion: the present method of certifi­ 
cation is as perfect or nearly perfect as it could 
b e. They attem pted to destroy the statem ent of 
principles b y the 11 professors first b y attacking 
the channels through which it was released and 
presenting it as an official program from the 
group of 1!. It was stated that the official state­ 
m ent b y the professors was never .sub mitted to 
the chancellor or the Board of Regents. This is 
false, as the official plan of the group of li was 
xn the chancellor'.s hands Tue.sday afternoon, 24 
hours b efore the Teachers College faculty issued 
It* statem ent in the exact .same m anner which 
they criticized the professors for using m is.suing 
their statem ent of principles.

There is no mention b y the Teachers College 
faculty that their statem ent ha.s gone through 
any official channels. 
However, all thi.s talk 
ab cxit official channels is very interesting. 
On 
the front page of the Wednesday morning Star 
w as a Jong story from a faculty m em b er of the 
T eachers College, in answer to the profe.ssor.s. 
In the b ack section of tlie sam e newspaper 
was a statem ent from Dean Henzlik to the effect 
that *‘We will not b e perm itted lo i.ssue a stale- 
m ent until it goes through official channels.”

Teachers College, were m Uiis office during the 
week and in discussing the certification i.s.sue 
made it plain that what they had to say had 
b een cleared through b oth Chancellor (’lifford 
Hardin and Dean Henzlik.

Are we to a.ssume 
that he has given clearance to the staternent.s 
b y those who oppose the professors and thus

has even had the time or opportunity to ex­ 
am ine what they propose? Frankly, we have 
more respect for and confidence in Chancel- 
lor Hardin than to b tdieve that lhe.se things 
are true. Our answer is that such insinuation

The Teacher.s College statem ent attem pted to 
b olster its portion b y saying that the Medical 
College determ ines who should he recommended 
as doctors, the Dental College determ ines who 
shall b e recommended as dentists and the En­ 
gineering College determ ines who shall b e rec­ 
ommended as engineers, so the Teachers Col­ 
lege s ho ul d thus determ ine who should b e 
teachers. 
The ob vious fallacy to this is that 
there is no two fold purpose or life for the doc­ 
tor, dentist o r engineer. 
What the Teachers 
College wants to do is determ ine who should 
teach history, Engli.sh, science, mathernatic.s and 
everything else. 
They .should have a voice in

who might b e a b etter teacher b ut they would 
not know who is most qualified in .sub ject m atter 
b elter than the heads of the .sub ject m atter de- 
partrnent.s themselves.

stitutes five sixths of a potential teacher’.s train­ 
ing, as the Teacher.s College b oasts, is it then 
not logical that the heads of the .sub ject m atter 
departm ents have a voice in the certification of 
the.se teachers? 
Ts cerfificafion most effective 
in tiu' ultimate production or placement of teach­ 
ers in the field when it i.s not only diniiinated 
b ut controlled completely b y that area of the 
univer.sity which contrib utes only one-sixth of 
the total training of the teacher*' 
I.s what the 
Teachers i ollege has and want.s to continue the 
.same a.s the Law College recommending stu­ 
dents lor the jiracticp of law?

The resolutions advocated a gradual elim ina­ 
tion oi federal farm sub sidies and program s in 
anticipation of a return to g free use of the 
law of supply and dem and. 


It would have b een b etter stated had the 
Bureau said with candor that its original case 
for flexib le price supports had failed to produce 
expected results, and that the ‘Eisenhower farm 
program should give way to a new one. But to 
wave away all farm pn ^ ra m s b ecause of the 
failure of a maladjusted one is equivalent to a 
physician putting to death all of his patients 
b ecause one of them is not respwiding to his 
medicine. 
This wistful delusiwi of a.i agriculture prosper­ 
ing under a theory of pure supply and demand 
finds no valid supporting evidence in modern 
history. Perhaps there were junctures when 
agriculture was forced to endure the hardships 
of such a condition, b ut in itself the doctrine de­ 
feated progress and of itself would have defeated 
the farm ers, too. The Neb raska pioneers were 
confronted with the prob lem of supply a .id de­ 
mand and a very b leak one, too. But the Bureau 


IS to b e reminded that the redeeming feature 
of that tim e was an early version of a farm 
program —the Homestead Act. In those years 
and for m any afterw ard gainful farming for the 
agricultural group was less in the rewards of 
production then in low cost land that steadily b e- 
came more valuab le. Those conditions are to b e 
contrasted with the dism al ’20’s when production 
had to iustain la.nd values in a naticmal economy 
that w ai unwilling to modify the doctrine of 
•upply and dem and in agriculture although sub ­ 
sidies, regulatory m easures, tariffs and sim ilar 
aids w ert hastened to other elements of the 
economy. 
Whether the farm er and his trade org^.iiza- 
tions wish It or not, it is an irrevocab le fact that
